The fil- 
ing of the first applications for receivers 
for the embarrassed companies was fol- 
lowed by petitions for co-receivers for 
both companies. 

The total liabilities Of the 
panies exceed $10,000,000. 

The cause of the Maryland Trust Com- 
pany'’s failure was due to the investment 
of the assets of the company in Mexican 
railway securities, which could nat be 
marketed. The Union Trust Company

Council Once More Declines 
To Vale for Ineligibility 


Council Also Declined To Adopt Res- 
olution Which Condemned Di-, 
rectors of Fair Association 
for Keeping Open Gates 
on Sunday. 


Two of the interesting features of the 
session of council yesterday afternooa 
were the failure of the body to adopt the 
reintroduced police board ordinance of 
Councilman Key and the failure to adopt 
a resolution by Alderman Girardeau 
which condemned the action of the board 
of directors of the Southern Interstate 
Fair Association in keeping open \the 
exhibition on Sunday. 

The most interesting portion of the po- 
lice board discussion was the statement 
by Councilman Key to the effect that 
his ordinance was an aftempt to legis- 
late the present members of the police 
board out of office. It was the intention 
of the report of the recent police investi- 
gating committee to legislate the police 
commissioners out of office, he declared, 
and that was the intention of his meas- 
ure. 

The first votes on the measure indi- 
cated that it would be adopted. By votes 
of 16 to 9 and I! to 8 council declined 
to either recommit the measure or refer 
it to the charter revision committee. 
When the ordinance came up for adop- 
tion, however, it was defeated by the 
following vote: 

Ayes—Alderman Girardeau and Council- 
men Terrell, Winn, Hynds, Beck, Breit- 
enbucher, Key and Amorous—8. 

Noes—Aldermen ,Pierce, Woodward, 
Longino and Inman and Councilmen 
Harwell, Warren, Holland, Turner, Sty- 
ron, Smith and Stephens—!|}.

Quietly, and with no 
blowing of trumpets to announce their 
approach, they slipped into the city, and 
some of them had been here several hours 
before thelr presence became. known to 
the public. 

Harry Walters, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Atlantic Coast Line 
and of the Louisville and Nashville, was 
the first to arrive. He came in his pri- 
vate car Sunday afternoon late, and has 
remained somewhat in seclusion since 
reaching his destination. J. F. Hanson, 
chairman of the board of directors of the 
Central, reached the city last night, and 
Milton H. Smith, president of the Loufs- 
ville and Nashville, will come in this 
morning. 

The object of their coming, as stated 
by them, Is to attend the annual meet- 
ing of the stockholders and directors of 
the Western Railway of Alabama and 
the Atlanta and West Point, which will 
Their visit has no 
Other significance, they say, than this. 

President Charles A. Wickersham, of 
the Atlanta and West Point and the 
Western Railway of Alabama, will enter- 
tain the party today at a luncheon at 
the Capital City Club. It will be an 
elegant affair, all details having been 
carefully arranged. A number of prom- 
inent railroad men and Atlantans will 
be present. 

This is the first time these men have 
come together here since the new under- 
standing was arrived at between the 
Atlantic Coast Line and the Louisville 
and Nashville, and rumors were start- 
ed to the effect that the meeting had 
some connection with the entrance of 
these roads into Atlanta by way of the 
Georgia road’s tracks. This is denied by 
the visitors, however. 

Mr. Walters was seen in his private 
car yesterday and asked concerning the 
purpose of the gathering, and he said: 

“It is true that Mr. Smith will join

TO FIRING LINE 


Great Liberal Returns to 
Politics To Oppose 
Chamberlain. 


London, October 19.—John Morley, 
menvber of parliament, the former liberal 
chief secretary for Ireland, who has been 
in semi-retirement while writing his “Life 
of William Pwart Gladstone,” returned to 
active political life tonight, and took his 
place in the fighting line against the pro- 
tectionist policy of the present govern- 
ment, 

In the historic free trade hall at Man- 
chester Mr. Morley, addressing an audi- 
ence which crowded the large edifice, 
aroused immense enthusiasm by an elo- 
quent and spirited attack on the new poll- 
cy, against which, he declared, he was ar- 
rayed with the whole weight of authority, 
both practical and theoretical. So crude, 
raw and unthought out were the pro- 
posals Jaunched in this country that 
men of all parties, hiberals and conserva- 
tives, were united in Opposition to them. 

The country, continued Mr. Morley, 
had been invited to-put its ancestors, like 
Cobden, Bright and Peel, wp to cheap 
auction, but when he thought how right 
Cobden and Bright had been as to free 
trade, the French treaty of 1860, the 
Crimean war and the American war, he 
was not going to apologize for them. 

Speaking at Inverness tonight, Sir Rob- 
ert Finlay, the attorney general, Said 
he did not favor the taxation of food as a 
method of giving preference to the colo- 
nies. He thought the threat of retalla- 
tory duties to be a strong weapon with 
which the government might secure wider 
markets for British trade. He doubted

IN IBSEN’S FAMOUS GHOSTS

The play of “Ghosts” is a cold, pitiless 
dissection of a human soul, 

It reeks the slime that runs in the 
sewers of life; the nolsome flow is fleck- 
ed now and again with the loftiest vir- 
tues, clothed in a garb of grewsome 
phantasy, unspeakable; the sneaking, lit- 
tle sins, the contemptible, smooth veneer- 
ing of every day—these, too, are there, 
and the strange, sombre whole pulsates 
with the world-old mystery of the “Ego."’ 

There is no “‘mirror held up to nature”’ 
in “Ghosts.’’ No, not that, for the re- 
flection in the mirror is a phenomenon of 
light, and there is no light in ‘‘Ghosts” 
save such a pale light as sheds its 
ghastly rays where silent doctors cut To 


pieces an icy corpse. 

“Ghosts” is an autopsy of passion. The 
interest lies half in those things passing 
hefore the eye on the stage, half in the 
shadows of other awful years—the 
shadows bearing down with irresistible 
power till they enfold and stifle the 
shadow of people of the play. 

There is no doing things in “Ghosts” to 
thrill one. There-is Httle acting, in the 
usual sense of the word—only the telling 
of stories, the story tellers , shuddering 
when once in a while they touch the 
quick of the presentin the telling. That 
is the acting, save in the dreary denoue- 
ment when a mind dies as a lamp goes 
out when the oil is burned, a flicker fol- 
lowed by darkness. 

After all ‘is over, the spectator feels as 
if he had been a listener while the in- 
mates of a mad house recounted the 
stories of their lives, not forgetting to 
weave into the tales all the wierd em- 
broidery of mania. 

And yet “Ghosts” is beautiful, with the 
austere beauty of truth; and its truth, 
though the heart recoils at the thought, 
is the truth of many a life in our great, 
sweet world where the winds and the sun 
and the flowers are. These Hves, too, 
like the life In the play, drift with their 
fate to the mad house. 

The Arabs and the Persians weave rugs 
of wondrous texture, wherein are count- 
less threads of colors so that men marvel 
and cannot describe the fabric because of 
its infinite complexity. So with ‘‘Ghosts.”’ 
it is full of little stories like the threads 
in the Mussulman’s prayer rug. And yet 
there is a chief story. It is this: 

A youth, of talent and itagwation, has 
returned home to his widowed mother. 
He had been studying art in Paris, where 
the symptoms of an incurable malady of 
the brain, inherited from his vicious 
father, displayed themselves. The terror 
of inevitable idiocy drives him back to 
Sweden and his native mansion, 

There he meets a half sister, whose re- 
lationship to the boy is known neither to 
herself nor to the doomed half brother— 
is known only to the boy’s mother, the 
widow of the girl's father. The young 
artist falls in love with the girl and 
wishes to marry her, that he may have 
some one ever at his side to administer a 
death potion when idiocy erases his in- 
tellect forever. 

Through this love affair the mother of 
the boy is led to tell him of his relation- 
ship to the girl he would wed, and the 
youth tells his mother of the fate in 
store for himseif. The girl, learning the 
mental condition of her lover as well as 
their relationship, departs, and the son 
persuades his mother to tive him the 
poison when the death of reason comes.

Gooding, special counsel for the com- 
pany. 

An application to Chancellor Nicholson 
was hurriedly drawn up, praying Nim to 
appoint a receiver who could go into 
Mexico and elsewhere and take charge of 
the company’s assets.

Mr. Buck went to Walker 
a week ago on business and left there 
Ostensibly for Duluth on Tuesday, and 
since then nothing has been heard from 
him. He is the only son of Judge Daniel 
Buck, of this city, and former justice 
of the supreme court, who is president 
and owner of half the stock of the bank. 
A letter from the missing official was 
found saying that the shortage of the 
writer was $18,700, with the bank, and 
between $7.000 and $8,000 with his fath- 
er, who had placed personal funds in 
his possession to loan, 

The strangest feature of the occurrences 
is the excuse given by young Buck for 
taking the money He disclaims specu- 
lation or fast living. He is 3! vears of 
age. He informed his wife that twelve 
years ago he was made the victim of 
Chicago family, paid 
the money demanded, though not legally 
Or morally bound to do so, and that this 
family has ever since from time to time 
held him up. He has paid every de- 
mand, fearing the result of exposure on 
the health of his parents if he refused, 
and the total amoun; paid over, he says, 
is $30,000. He has finally obtained re- 
ceipt in full. :

~ IN WILDERNESS 


Passengers and Crew of 
Stranded Ship Have Long 
| March. . 


Ottawa, Ontario, October 19.—After suf- 
fering terrible hardships in a 600-mile 
march through the wilds of northern 
Canada, Captain Ferry and forty-seven 
members of the crew of the steamer El- 
dorado,*of Liverpool, passed through this 
city today en route for Montreal, 

The Eldorado, a ship of 850 tong bur- 
den, struck an uncharted rock at the en- 
trance of Hudson bay, near Fort George, 
and sank. All the crew succeeded in get- 
ting ashore, but were completely desti- 
tute of provisions and saved only the 
clothing that was upon their hacks. 

The ship and crew comprised an explo- 
ration and trading expedition, sent out 
by a stock company. 

They marched through the wilderness 
for forty-two days, covering nearly 600 
miles. Their suffering was intense, but 
not a single man succumbed, They struck 
the Temiscaming railroad two days ago 
and were taken on board by a passing 
train and carried to the junction with 
the Canadian Pacific road, where they 
were transferred to a Montreal train, 

In Montreal Captain Ferry expects to 
meet some of the shareholders of the 
company which backed the expedition,

NY FALL OF IRON 


Almost 2 Doren Workmen 
Hurled to Instant Death, 


Ropes Used in Hoisting Great Iron 
Beams to Position Break and 
Tons of Metal Fall on 
the Men Working 
Below. 


Pittsburg, Pa., October 19.—By tne 
breaking of the ropes carrying five beams 
to their position, letting the tons of iron 
fall upon the movable crane at the 
Pittsburg end of the new Wabash bridge 
being built by the American Bridge Com- 
pany over the Monongahela river, almost 
a dozen workmen were hurled to deatn 
by a fall of more than 100 fect, striking 
the water and two barges beneath. Ten 
of the dead have been recovered’ Five 
are seriously injured. Several bodies are 
yet pinned under the wrecked barge. The 
part of the bridge extending out over 
the river from the Water street side 1s 
a total wreck,

He believes the blame rests on who- 
every had charge of the hoisting and 
fastening of the beams. He says that a 
failure to properly secure one derrick 
load caused the breaking strain to fall 
on the crane. 

Cause of Accident. 

The accident was caused by the giving 
away of a 2-inch steel. cable, which was 
used as one of the guys to support the 
big crane. This cable was tested to bear 
a strain of 100 tons, and it is said that 
it did not break, but pulled loose from 
its fastening. 

There were thirty-four men at work 
on the superstructure of the bridge and 
in the barge below, from which the beams 
were being hoisted by the crane, 175 fect 
above the river leve], when the booms 
collapsed. Of the men who were in the 
barge some escaped with their lives by 
jumping into the river the moment they 
heard the crash above. Some of the 
men on the superstructure who were 
engaged in riveting and handling the 
bars that were lifted from the barge also 
got off uninjured, P 

Thousands visited the scene of the dis- 
aster during the morning, and at lunch 
time the wharf was crowded with men, 
women and children. They watched the 
workmen on the sunken barges with in- 
tense interest and s@ught every point of 
vantage from which they could get a 
view. It will take some time ta clear 
away the wreckage and recover the miss- 
ing bodies.

Millarc Lee's Case Is Arpued 
for the Third Time 


Case of Tom Bishop Also Argued 
Before Supreme Court—Many 
Murder Cases Yet To Be 
Heard—Wilcox County 
Court House Case, 


For the third time the appeal of Mil- 
lard Lee from the sentence of the lower 
court argued before the supreme 
court yesterday. In each instance the 
question of Lee’s insanity has been in- 


was 


volved. 

The first time Millard Lee was tried 
his plea was Insanity. So it was on 
the occasion of the second trial. His 
plea now is insanity at the present time. 
He was found sane on trial in the su- 
perior court, and his attorneys have ap- 
pealed the case. It is well known that 
Lee is under sentence of death for the 
murder of Miss Lilla Suttles. The argu- 
ments before the supreme court yester- 
day were made by Reuben Arnold for 
the defense, and Solicitor General Charlie 
Hill for the state. 

The case of Tom Bishop, the Atlanta 
lawyer. indicted for embezzlement, was 
also before the supreme court. Bishop 
and Will Matthews were indicted on the 
charge of embezzlement from the Pied- 
mont Loan and Banking Company. Bish- 
op filed a demurrer to the indictment. 
and the argument was on the appeal from 
the lower court, by which the demurrer 
Was overruled, 

The entire day was devoted to the crim- 
inal docket, and it will require, perhaps, 
two days more to finish it. BEighteen 
cases were argued yesterday, and there 
are thirty-three more on the criminal 
docket. 

The murder cases to be argued are 
against the following defendants: Mil- 
ton Owens, Stewart county: Boh Middle- 
brooks, Bartow; Pink Walker. Jefferson:

There were more than 2,200 applications 
for pensions filed during the year, and it 
has been a difficult task to weed out of 
them those not entitled to participate in 
the state’s bounty from various causes. 
Commissioner Lindsey had not figured 
out just the number of new pensioners 
who will get their names on the roll for 
1904, but it is thought it will be in the 
neighborhood of 1,000, if it does not go 
beyond that number. In this event in- 
stead of the pension fund showing a sur- 
plus next year, it will be pretty well 
eaten up, After all the pensions were 
paid for the present year something like 
$23,000 was turned back into the state 
treasury. Commissioner Lindsey thought 
for a time that high water mark had 
been reached, but the results in this re- 
spect have been disappointing. The pen- 
sion department will probably be able to 

get through, however, without having to 
pe on the legislature for any more 
funds, 


Assistant State Geologist S. W. McCal- 
lie has just returned from south Georgia, 
where he has been investigating the ques- 
tion of turning the sewage of Quitman 
into one of the underground streams lo- 
cated when that city made borings for 
artesian wells. The people of Quitman 
concluded that this would be a cheap and 
satisfactory method of disposing of their 
sewage, but the question arose as to 
whether it would infect artesian wells 
and springs in that section of the state. 

In order to determine whether this 
would be the case, Mr. McCallie made a 
brine from a ton of salt which he turned 
threugh one of the borings into this 
underground stream. Allowing sufficient 
time for the stream to become thorough- 
ly saturated with this brine, he took 
samples of the water from the artesian 
wells at Quitman, at Oglesby’s Mills, at 
Boston, at Valdosta and also from the 
Big Blue spring and the McIntyre spring, 
the former 7 and the latter !7 miles from 
Quitman. These samples were taken at 
intervals, and the same process will be 
eseusted with another large quantity of 

rine 

Professor McCallie will analyze these 
samples of water to find out whether they 
contain any of this brine. Upon the re- 
sult of his investigation the advisability 
of turning Quitman’s sewage into this 
underground stream will be decided.

RATS GNAWED 
HEAD FROM BODY 


Disappearance of a Woman 
Doctor Is Finally 
Solved, 


London, October 19.—The disappearance 
of @ woman doctor, Miss Hickman, which 
had been a sensation here for two months, 
has been partially cleared up by the 
finding of her body in an unfrequented 
bart of Richmond park. The remains 
were horribly decomposed, the head hav- 
Ing been entirely separated from the 
body, apparently by the gnawing of rats.

At the mouth of the canal Canada 
gains the islands Pearse and Prince Al- 
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bert, containing about 30,000 square 
miles of valuable territory.

But She Insists on Her Terms 
Being Accepted, 


Colombian Agent Arrives with Dis- 
patches for Minister Herran in 
Regard to the Canal Treaty. 
Agent Talks of Colom- 
bia’s Conditions. 


New York, October 19.—Ismael Enrique 
Arciniegas, of the Colombian diplomatic 
service, has arrived in this city on his 
way to Washington with special dis- 
patches containing instructions for Dr. 
Tomas Herran, the Colombian minister, 
concerning the Panama canal treaty. He 
also is the bearer of the text of the 
amendments to the treaty made by the 
senate of Colombia and President Maro- 
quin. 

The only condition on which the Colom- 
bia government is now prepared to con- 
clude the treaty, he said; is the payment 
Of $25,000,000 by the United States for 
the advantages it would receive, and an 
agreement to let the territory remain as 
a part of Colombia. 

“There are just as strong advocates of 
the construction of the canal in my coun- 
try as in the United States,” he said. “In 
fact, everybody understands that it 
would be of some benefit to us, and that 
the relations into which it would bring 
us with such a great country as the 
United States would be of great use to 
a smal] country such as ours. The people 
want it; have wanted it for a long time, 
and Know that they will get it some 
day. 

“However, there is a pretty general 
feeling that the United States will gain 
a great deal] more out of this canal than 
we, not only in the long run, but from 
the very start, so it is urged that while 
we should not exactly drive a sharp bar- 
gain, we should look out for our own in- 
terests. You can’t blame anybody for 
doing that. | 

“Should the United States refuse to ac- 
cept Our terms we shall simply wait untill 
she gets ready. We shoud gain by walit- 
ing, since she is at the present time will- 
ing to pay the French company some- 
thing like $40,000 for their franchise. 
That expires in six years, and reverts, of 
course, to us. But in waiting we should 
not consider the offers of another coun-

ALABAMA LAWS 
BEING FOUGHT 


Negroes Charging Discrimi- 
nation, Appeal to Federal 
Court. 


Washington, October !9.—Wilford H. 
Smith, attorney for Jackson W. Giles and 
Dan Rogers, in the suits of the fermer 
against the board of registrators of 
Montgomery county, Alabama, and of 
the latter against the state of Alabama, 
today entered in the United States su- 
preme court a motion to consolidate these 
and advance their hearing. Giles and 
Rogers are both .colored and the cases 
involve the question as to whether the 
suffrage provisions of the new constitu- 
tion of Alabama are repugnant to the 
constitution of the United States. The 
Giles case is a revival in another form 
of the case formerly decided against him 
by this court on account of the refusal 
of the registrars to register him as a 
voter. 

The case of Rogers is a prosecution for 
murder, in which the defendant moved to 
quash the indictment and the pane] of 
petit jurors, on the ground that the qual- 
ified members of his race had been ex- 
cluded from the jury on account of their 
race and color, and that the jury panels 
were made up trom the list of qualified 
electors, and that his race had been ex- 
cluded from that list by reason of the 
Suffrage provisions of the new constitu- 
tion of Alabama, which, by their oper- 
ation, excluded practically al] negroes 
from the electors for no other reason 
than their race and color, while all white 
méen possessing the same qualifications, 
except color, were admitted and quali- 
fied.

Manager Miller is suffering from the 
contract breaker and losing money there- 
by. So far Mercer and Furman have 
broken contracts, thus causing consider- 
able inconvenience to him. ‘In the place 
of the Furman game, which was can- 
eceled by their manager, sitmce their 
eleven has disbanded, I have practically 
e@rranged a game with the Savannah 
Athletic Club to be played in Savan- 
nah. I am anxious to play this game 
because I believe that the Savannah 
alumni of the university should have an 
occasional chance at least to see their 
old alma mater play ball. Otherwise we 
cannot and should not depend on them 
for financia] support. 

“Will we pay that apple bet to Clem- 
son?

New York, October 19.—The cotton 
market opened steady at an advance of 
i@4 points on the three near positions, 
while the later months were unchanged 
to 2 points lower. The advances were 
due to covering on frost news, while 
the declines were in sympathy with 
lower cables than expected. The frost 
also proved rather disappointing to the 
bulls, as killing frost was reported irom 
only one section—Montgomery—and while 
light frosts were more or less general 
over the eastern and central belt, they 
Were not considered likely to work any 
material injury to cotton. In addition 
to this the forecast was for fair and 
Warmer weather, and with the receipts 
looking heavier again there was heavy 
realizing right after the opening that 
started prices downward. Later the sell- 
ing was accelerated by reports of finan- 
cial difficulties among prominent trust 
companies at Baltimore, which were 
thought to accentuate the generally un- 
settled and unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs in financial and commercial cir- 
cles, and Wall street around midday 
turned a very heavy” seller. October, 
closing at 9.5! Saturday, dropped _ to 
9.33: December reached 9.45; January 
9.45, and March 9.49. The market was 
finally easy under general selling and 
closed at practically the lowest of the 
session or at a net loss of 19@22 points. 
Sales were estimated at 500,000 bales. 
The decline in the afternoon was pro- 
moted by the easier ruling of the south- 
ern spot markets, which were generally 
unchanged to 1!-8c lower, while the esti- 
mates for tomorrow at the leading points 
ran heavy.
